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BOSTON IN SIGHT IN

(Continued from Page One.) 
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the greater part of this area is owned 
by the government, the state or the 
city. It comprises not far from four 
square miles and is-a magnificent situ- 
ation for a comprehensive dock system 


which will supply the needs of a large 
— a ‘ . . 
“port, according to Mr. FitzGerald, who 


emphasized the importance of getting 
all of these flats at the earliest possible 
moment in order that no private enter- 
prise may interfere with the develop- 
ment of public docks, 

Of the two plans which accompany the 
report Mr. Fitz Gerald favors the second. 
Both plans show a large area, ranging 
from 523 to 650 acres to be devoted to 
the establishment of a free port, the de- 
sirable features of Which have been 
pointed out by many experts. 

In the plan favored by Mr. Fitz Gerald, 
the dock system of the East Boston 
front has been turned to the east, so as 
to take advantage of the existing chan- 
nel. This results in lengthening the free 
port to more than two miles and in mov- 
ing the channel connecting the outer and 
new inner harbor to the north and 
nearer the citv. The plan is designed so 
that small portions may be first built 
aml successive additions made from time 
to time as business may demand. 

The terminal of the Boston & Albany 
railroad at its East Boston docks is 
continued in a direction towards Gov- 
ernor’s island and follows a line closely 
approximating that adopted by the har- 
bor and land commissioners for the con- 
striction of an anchorage basin. 

The docks developed in this extension 
would be much larger than any of the 
present docks and would afford ample 
facilities for the largest steamers afloat 
or now in contemplation. The bulkhead 
and pier lines by this plan would neces- 
sarily be changed so asa to conform 
nearly to the channel lines and yet be 
sulliciently removed to allow widening 
the channel, shoukl such a project be 
found desirable.

The Governor is said to be regarded 
with much more political favor in the 
western portion of the state since utter- 
ances of Mayor Fitzgerald‘ relative to 
certain Republican office holders being 
“hayseeds” and “has-beens” have been 
given publicity in that section. 

The feeling seems to be growing among 
the Democratic farmers of the Connecti- 
cut.valley that Mr. Foss’ oceupancy of 
the gubernatorial chair would be disad- 
vantageous to the commonwealth, in 
view of us ~bligations to Mayor Fitz- 
gerald and Martin Lomasney of Boston.

Situation More Serious 
In East for Republicans 


Moving eastward, the situation be- 
comes more serious from a Republican 
point of view. Despite the several ten- 
dencies in Governor Draper’s favor of

QUEBEC, Que.—The Quebec Legisla- 
ture has Mstituted a public utilities com- 
mission and empowered it to take such 
control and supervision of public utili- 
ties as places it in authority over every 
telegraph, telephone, and power com- 
pany, Over every trafmway and street

railway, and over every gas and electric 


light company in the province and also | 


over all steam railways of the province | 
which do not come under the authority 
of the federal government. 

Canadian railways which run from 


province to province are under the juris- |‘ 


diction of the Dominion railway commis- | 
sion, the headquarters for which is at 
Ottawa, but its meetings are held in all 
provinces, and individual provinces can- 
not exert any jurisdiction over the rail 
ways already set under the federal com- 
mission. 

Its powers are also limited in one | 
other direction. It has no right to set 
aside the terms of contracts which muni- 
cipatities or private individuals have al- 
ready made with public utilities com- 
panies; but it is empowered to make al! 
necessary and proper inquiries to see 
whether or not they, and al such com- | 
panies operating in the future are con- 
forming to the law. It has the power to 
fix ai! tolls for public utilities (subject | 
only: to existing contracts); to regylate 
and ‘require the carrying of goods upon 
tramways; ‘to regulate all appliances | 
whereby power or light or traction is | 
carried through the streets to consum- 
ers; and may compel the putting of 
wires underground upon any conditions 
it fixes. 

To carry out its decisions it may order 
the eonstruction or demolition of any 
works, or their alteration or repair, and 
decide by whom the expense for such 
action shall be borne. 

Its authority is final within its juris- | 
diction. There is no appeal from its | 
decisions except upon a question of law 
or a question as to this jurisdiction. Such |

Fourth Instalment Takes Up 
the Letters.of Famous Au- 
thor, Which Interpret 
Many of His Actions. .

N Keats’ letters there is not a great 
“deal that seems compatible with the 
Hellenic nature revealed in his poetry. 
They are chiefly the transcript of that 
outward life of contrary events and un- 
toward influences for which he was but 
little to blame, and against which, as 
he had not yet learned to conquer 
spiritually, his naturally strong affec- 
tons and mounting aspiration could make 
but fitful headway. In this fact lies a 
portion of their ~reat value, for they in- 
terpret many of the man’s actious and 
throw a light upon some of his‘ poetry 
which could have been gained in no 
other way. They sbow him in the rela- 
tions of human life to which he seldom 
adverted in his sagrious poetry, and taken 


as a body, shed added luster upon his | P° 


character, while feminding us always 
how young he was to have his character 
and poetical achievement adjudicated 
upon what were necessarily only begin- 
nings in both spheres.

Whenever you write say a word or two 
on some passage of Shakespeare that 
may have come rather new to you, which 
mus? be continually happening, notwith- 
standing that we read the same play 40

In the same letter he writes his sonnet 
to the sea, saying, “The passage in 
‘Lear’,—Do-you not hear the sea?’ has 
haunted m? intensely.”

Again: “I never found so many beau- 
ties in the sonnets—they seem to 
full of fine things said unintentionally— 
in the intensity of working out concéits.

Congress- 
man Butler Ames of Lowell is having a 
sharp contest against James H. Car- 
michae]‘of the same city and the Demo- 
eratic leaders of the district claim a 
victory for the latter. 

Frederick H. Gillette of Springfield, 
the present congressman from the sec- 
ond district, has been hard pressed by 
William G. McKetchnie of Springfield, 
but is expected to carry the election by 
much less than his 10,000 plurality over 
the Democratic candidate two years ago.

Halley's Comet in an 
Old Embroidery 


E revival of tapestry as decora- 

tion brings to notice the fact that 
Halley’s comet was pictured for the first 
time in the most famous tapestry of all. 
A part of this work is supposed to 
represent Harold receiving news of the 
landing of the conqueror and the disas- 
trous portent of the comet which ap- 
peared in 1066. 

The rest of the work sets forth the 
history of the Norman conquest. Strictly 
speaking, it is not tapestry at all, but 
embroidery, roughly wrought on coarse 
linen. It is generally supposed to have 
been the work of Queen Matilda, wife ot 
William the Conqueror. 

Whoever the fair negdlewoman may 
have been, she had apparently but slen- 
der resources of material. Only six 
colors are used—green, red, yellow, buff 
and two blues. The tapestry stretches to 
213 feet in length, though it is but 20 
inches broad, as if intended for a frieze. 

Lively little figures—there are no 
fewer than 530 of them—represent the 
heroes of the period, beginning with King 
Edward the Confessor. The battle 
scenes are particularily spirited. Mounted 
Norman warriors clad in chain mail at- 
tack the English, who are mostly on foot 
and armed with éwords, axes, javelins 
and .clubs.—New York Press. °

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CANADA TO GET 
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PLANS FOR NAVY 


OTTAWA, Ont.—At the department of 
maval affairs, the announcement was 
made that the British admiralty had 
consented to send to Canada the plans 
for the vessels to be built for the new 
Canadian navy. 

For some months the admiralty has 
declined to send these plans to the Do- 
minion government for examination by 
Canadian shipbuilding firms, fearing that 
the plans might become available to 
the United States shipbuilding firms. It 
is understood that this refusal greatly 
embarrassed the Laurier government, 
which voluntarily pledged itself to the 
construction of the vessels in Canada.

A 
smaller number of sections would be 
sufficient and give the following advan- 
tages: (1) Reduce the tool cost; (2) in- 
crease the output of all presses by re- 
ducing change of tools; (3) reduce the 
number of different sizes of stock re- 
quired; (4) reduce the number of varia- 
tions in the sizes of all parts fastened 
to automobile frames.”

or the mixing method. Under the pene- 
tration method the second course ig laid 
and. rolled lightly, after whieh heavy 
asphaltic oil is applied, preferably by 
means of spraying machines, using suf- 
ficient quantity to fill all the voids but 
not to flush the surface. 

An application of stone screenings or 
coarse sand is then spread over the 
whole' and thoroughly compacted. The 
thickness of this course is ordinarily 
about two inches and requires about two 
gallons to the square yard of surface. 

With the mixing method the second 
course of stone is first coated with the 
bituminous material, and is then spread 
to such depth that it will be about two 
inches thick after rolling. 

The additional cost of a road con- 
structed by the penetration method is 
about 14 cents, and by the mixing meth- 
od about 20 cents per square yard above 
the cost of the ordinary water-bound 
macadam road, both of these estimates 
being based on the use of a heavy re- 
siduum oil.

preferable to use a nearly pure asphalt, 
in which case the additional cost is about 
25 cents per square yard. 

The above methods are also used for 
resurfacing old macadam roads, the 
method of procedure being practically the 
same as in constructing new roads. If 
the old road is worn badly and contains 
irregular h-les the Jow places or holes 
are patched with stone only, or with 
stone and oil combined, tamped and 
rolled into place, after which the new top 
| course is placed. 

Still another method of resurfacing 
wornout macadam roads is to-mix heavy 
asphaltic oil and gravel, then spreading 
the mixture on the road to such depth 
that it will be about two inches - in 
thickness after rolling. This method 
has been used in Massachusetts with the 
greatest success, and some roads that 
were treated by this method two years 
ago show absolutely no change at the 
present time, and are in perfect condition. 

In connection with this gravel and oil 
treatment it may be well to mention the 
fact that it has been found in this state 
that where traffic is not exctssively 
heavy a mixture of sand with heavy 
asphaltic oil makes an economical and 
efficient road surface in localities where 
sand or sandy gravel prevail, and stone 
is difficult zo obtain. 

Six years ago a road of this uescrip- 
tion was built on Cape Cod, and it is 
today in better condition than it was 
the year it was finished. Similar work 
has been carried on in several localities 
where said prevails, and it has been 
found that where the work is properly 
done the resuits are excellent. 

Several roads of tnis description are 
now under construction in Massachu- 
setts, the entire cost of the roads, in- 
cluding the small amount of necessary 
grading, being only about 30 cents per 
square yard. 

Another method adopted in_Massachu- 
setts for surface construction is to place 
about 5 inches of sandy gravel on the 
roads and compact the same as much as 
possible, and then apply heavy asphal- 
tic oil, using about three fourths of a 
gallon to the square yard, covering it with 
just sufficient sandy gravel to take up 
the surplus oil. The oil furnishes the 
binder that is lacking in the sandy 
gravel,-and the completed road presents 
a smooth, hard surface that is -ardly 
distinguishable from a surface composed 
of stone and oil.

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LETTER BOXES IN USE ABROAD 


HE year 1910 brings the three hun- 
dred and fiftieth anniversary of 
the letter box. For the first letter box 
was established in Paris in 1560. It is 
true that a kind of letter box was in 
use in Italy before that time; it Was not 


used, however, by the postal service, but 
as a place for denunciations directed to 
the police. : 

The first letter box in Germany was 
established in 1766, in Berlin. At first 
the boxes were simple; both for de- 
positing letters and -for removing them 
the cover was lifted. During the last 
century a great many different styles of 
boxes have been introduced, but the so- 
called Swedish system is now in uni- 
versal use. 

In Germany the letter boxes are highly 
ornamental, and in many cases made 
especially to be in harmony with the 
architecture of the building to which 
they are fastened. They are painted 
blue, and show the coat of arms of the 
empire and that of the postal depart- 
ment, a posthorn with tassels. The mail 
is removed by fastening a bag to the 
bottom of the box; the bag is slipped in 
and opens and closes automatically. The 
postman does not handle or even see 
the letters, and cannot get at them. 

In London large leter boxes are placed 
on the sidewalk, at nearly every street 
corner. They have different compart- 
ments for city and country mail, and 
this, as well as the height of the aper- 
tures, makes them rather inconvenient 
for any but tall people. While they 
are painted a brilliant red and therefore 
very conspicuous, they are by no means 
an embellishment to the city. The let- 


ters are taken out by opening a large 
door and literally shoveling the mail 
matter into a bag. 

The letter box in the general postoffice 
in England is a magnificent construction. 
The signboard is made of brass, on which 
the directions are engraved in ink. Large 
slits provide for the country and colonial 
mails, and there is also a different com- 
partment for newspapers and parcels. 

T@e modarn French letter box has the 
shape of a pillar, profusely ornamented 
with the conventional lily. The whole 
box or stand is fashioned after a plant, 
and the top resembles a bud. The body 
is surrounded by floral wreaths or fes- 
toons, and the base is formed by large 
leaves. The boxes are placed against 
buildings and have a very pretty effect. 

In Brussels, the government keeps pace 
with the needs of the people, and has 
attached postal boxes to the rear ends 
of cars in the city. This aids and 
hastens the delivery of letters and tele- 
grams, as most of these cars pass the 
postoffices, where the boxes are emptied. 
This street car letter box, in fact, prac- 
tically takes the place of the “pneumatic 
tube” postal system, for which London 
and Berlin have become famous. 

The Russian post box is, an old- | 
fashioned, awkward looking box. It | 
looks someffling like a peasant hut. The 
roof is lifted up, and letters are taken 
out from the top. The postman handles 
the letters as freely as the sorters them- 
selves; it really does not matter much, 
for the governmental power in Russia is 
so strict that it is believed the postoffice 
officials frequently open letters suspected 
of being connected with plots against

MEMORY OF PIGEONS. 

In Germany recently tests were made 
to discover how long a carrier pigeon 
could retam the “homing” instinct.

How could an expose of the 
vanities of Francis I.’s court have any 
bearing on the conduct of the present 
French court, he asked? The two men 
were not at all in the same class, for- 
sooth. But for all that the monarchists 
of Paris saw in the play their pet fetich 
held up to scorn. Francis I. was more- 
over the most popular of kings, long 
enough gone to be remembered for his 
virtues alone. Worst of all, as has been 
said, the populace did not amuse itself: 
The play was accounted stupid, where it 
was supposed to be witty, and heavy 
where it should have flown high on the 
wings of an eloquent pathos. But 50 
vears after, when Hugo could stand be- 
fore his world as the embodiment of his 
times—the huge genius of the new 
France that had emerged from the sor- 
rows and vanity and strife of the past 
—then he staged-the play himself and 
the people listened because it was the 
master’s word. 

Meantime Verdi had taken the story 
and made an opera which pleased Paris 
as well as Italy and London. In 1879 
Victor Hugo, however, sent notice to the 
managers of the Lyrical theater in Paris 
that he would not allow the musical 
adaptation of his work to be played longer 
in France.

The 
duke is at this time fascinated by a cer- 
fair unknown whom he has seen on the 
street, apparently keeping an appoint- 
ment with a strange man. When the 
curse of Monterone is pronounced against 
Rigoletto the courtiers take it up and 
resolve to find some way to be revenged 
on this man of the caustic tongue. They 
tell one another that he has a lady love 
whom he visits in secret. They will 
find out about her and contrive to annoy 
the Jester. This lady is really the 
Jester’s daughter, Gilda, the only beloved 
of his heart and the duke’s new pursuit. 

In the next scene Rigoletto is found 
going homeward, and the cut-throat 
Sparafucile meets him, offering to avenge 
him on any of his foes. He knows an 
inn whither men may be lured to their 
doom. Rigoletto repulses him and goes 
on to meet Gilda in their garden. He 
has a tender, fatherly scene with her, 
and it appears that she does not 
know either Rigoletto’s true name 
or his station in life. He adjures his 
daughter never to admit a visitor to the 
house and never to attend to any who 
may follow her on the street as she goes 
tochurch. Then he goes his way and the 
duke enters, conniving with the servant. 
He declares his love, under the name of 
Gualtier Malde, and after he as gone 
Gilda sings the beautiful aria “Be- 
loved Name” (“Caro Nome”). Now on the 
street enter some of the courtiers masked 
to point out Gilda, above on the terrace, 
as the beloved of the jester. They are 
amazed at her beauty. Rigoletto enters 
and they tell him they are plotting to 
carry off the countess of whom the duke 
is enamored. He agrees to help. They 
mask him, blinding him so that he does 
not see where they are entering, though 
he stands holding the ladder. They carry 
off Gilda and in her screams he recog- 
nizes how he has been tricked. 


In the next act Gilda has been brought 
to the ducal palace, and the duke is in- 
formed of her presence. He goes to seek 
her and Rigoletto enters. He hides his 
father’s anguish under indifference, 
though he keeps watch to learn if pos- 
sible what has been done with his daugh- 
ter. He learns at last that she is under 
the very roof. His appeal to their pity, 
for their leave to go to her rescue, 
touches them and they half relent, learn- 
ing that she is his daughter. Then Gilda 
rushes in and an affecting interview 
clinches the jester to determination to 
rid the world of the wrong-doing of his 
master. Just then the old Count Mon- 
terone is led in, in chains, and the jester 
promises to avenge both himself and the 
count. 

The third act shows the inn whither 
the duke is to be lured. Gilda and 
Rigoletto enter and watch the duke with 
the young gipsy girl, who is sister to the 
innkeeper. Here comes the duke’s song 
“La donna e mobile—” (woman is fickle). 
Gilda, without, watches this love-making, 
heart broken, yet desiring no revenge. 
She does not know her father’s purpose. 
He bids her dress in man’s costume and 
hasten to Verona, where he is to meet 
her next day. She retires and Rigoletto 
makes his plans with the cut-throats. 

When Madallena, the gipsy, learns of 
the purpose to make away with the 
duke she begs his life. As she)is plead- 
ing, Gilda returns, in man’s dress, linger- 
ing near her faithless lover. She hears 
the innkeeper finally consent with his 
sister that if any stranger comes to the 
inn he will slay him instead of the duke. 
Gilda resolves to be that stranger and 
so save her lover. She rushes into the 
inn, and all is dark and silent for a 
moment. ‘When Rigoletto appears from 
outside and the grewsome sack is passed 
Iie hears the 
voice of the duke within and knows he 
has been deceived. He opens the sack 
and finds his daughter, who gives him 
and her faithless Beloved her blessing 


as she dies.

“{1. as brought out in Hugo's play is true 


to the spirit of ita times if not in letter. 
This Triboulet. named by rights Feuria), 
was the favorite jester of Louis XIL. and 
then rose even higher in favor with his 
successor, Francis. His name Triboulet 
ia said to be either a form of the Latin 
tribulatio (trouble) or more probably 
from the “trois boules” of the jester’s 
bawbles. Rabelais introduced him in 
“Pantagruel” under the name of Moro. 
soph, to indicate his folly and his wis- 
dom. 

The stories of his clever retorts upon 
his royal master are many. An envious 
courtier met him on the street one day 
and threatened him with dire inflictions. 
The jester escaped and ran to his mas 
iter, telling him the tale. “Ah, my Tri-

RIGID APPRAISALS INCREASE. 
FEDERAL CUSTOMS REGEIPTS 


Tendaiey to Apply the Tariff Law in Such a Manner as 
to Secure All Sums Due the United States Treasury 
Has Been Emphasized Lately in New York. 


NEW YORK-—-How far the national 
deficit will be reduced by the applica- 
tion of strigter rules in the collection 
of duties is the problem now occupying 
the minds of the customs authorities at 
this port, says the Tribune. 

Both in the surveyor’s department, 
which deals with passengers on inconfi- 
ing ships, and in the appraiser’s depart- 
ment, where the goods that come in for 
trade purposes are ‘assessed for duty, 
there has been a tendency in the last 


year or two to apply the tariff law in 


such a manner that all sums due under 
it shall find their way to the treasury. 

There have been many exposures of at- 
tempts at smuggling, especially since 
William Loeb, Jr., and Gen. Nelson H. 
Henry have been in the offices of collec- 
tee and surveyor, respectively, but they 
do not pretend that they have stopped all 
free entry of goods that should pay duty. 
Most of the exposures, they admit, have 
come as a result of information obtained 
before the smugglers left Europe. 

The government allows each passenger 
on a ship to bring $100 worth of wearing 
apparel or jewelry for personal use. 
There are, it is roughly estimated, 109,- 
000 first cabin and 200,000 second cabin 
passengers among the arrivals in the 
port each year. These may bring $30,- 
000,000 worth on which there is no duty 
at all and at least $20,000,000 worth of 
dutiable goods. 

The collections through the work of 
the surveyor’s department amount to a 
little mere than $300,000 a month, but it 
is estimated that the total duty for the 
year ‘on goods brought in by*returning 
travelers should be nearer $9,000,000 
than $3,000,000.

Prices Advance Well in Early 

Trading, but Little Outside 

Interest Is Manifested in 
Speculation. 


GRANBY IS STRONG 


After the rather sharp reaction in the 
New York market yesterday afternoon 
traders today were inclined to hesitate 
before entering upon further extended 
commitments. Prices opened at about 
last night’s closing figures and for a time 
seemed to vibrate within a very narrow 
range. With the elections close at hand 
and with so much importance attached 
to the result attention seemed to be 
directed away from the market for the 
time being. After earfy dulness stocks 
began to display considerable strength. 


The one principal development which 
encourages bull speculation is that sen- 


timent in business and financial circles ise 


decidedly more optimistic. However, it 
is remarked that this has not yet in- 
duced the public to enter the stock mar- 
ket to any extent and trading for a long 
time past has been purely professional. 
The moderate strength displayed by 
Granhy today was a feature of the local 
market. 

Sears Roebuck loomed into prominence 
during today’s session. The stock, which 
has been steadily advancing lately, 
opened up 24 at 177% and rose over 2 
points more during the session, Other 
specialties were in demand, and the mar- 
ket, although quite narrow, showed good 
improvement. Toward the close there 
Wiis some profit taking which caused re- 
cessions from the highest. 

International Harvester opened un- 
changed at 114 and advanced a point. 
Long Island opened up 3 points at 66 
and advanced a point further. Federal 
Smelting opened unchanged at 21% and 
dropped to 20, American Smelting opened 
oi! 4, at 8154 and sold well above 82. 

l'. S. Steel opened up ¥% at 81 and 
aivanced 11% further before reacting. 
Union Pacitie opened up % at 175%, and 
advanced to 176%, receding somewhat 
Jater. 

On “the local exchange Granby opened 
up a point at 41, advanced a point fur- 
ther and then receded fractionally. Su- 
perior & Pittsburg opened unchanged at 
14%, and improved a good fraction. 
North Butte started off unchanged at 
3514 and improved fractionally. United 
Fruit opened unchanged at 184 and 
sageed off fractionally.

LOWER PRICES FOR 
COMMODITIES HAVE 
BEEN ESTABLISHED 


Average Cost of Principal 
Articles Declines From Ten 
to Twenty-Five Per Cent 
Since January. 


CEREALS ARE,.LOWER 


Although there is still much agiation 
regarding the “high cost of living,” the 
aftermath of the turmoil created in so- 
cial, political and financial circles last fall 
by the extremely high prices of commodi- 
ties, it is probably not generally realized 
that in the past eight or 10 months the 
average cost of living has declined 10 to 
25 per cent. 

Commodity prices reached their high- 
est point about January, 1910. Brad- 


street’s index number of commodity 
prices at that time stood at $9.23, the 
highest price in a decade, and comparing 
with $8.26 in January, 1909. By October, 
however, the index number had dropped 
to $8.92, or just about the level at the 
beginning of 1907. 


A glance at the present wholesale/ 


prices of principal commodities entering 
into the cost of living reveals a larger 
decline than is indicated by Bradstreet’s 
index. 

Ever since the first of the year this 
liquidation has been in progress. In 
many instances high prices in themselves 
proved their own corrective. For textiles 
such as wool and cotton, quotations have 
been reduced very materially owing to 
a curtailment of demand. In the case 
of cotton of course a comparatively short 
crop two years in succession has estab- 
lished a level of prices higher than usual, 
which promises to be more or less per- 
manent. For this reason the trend of 
prices of products into which cost of 
cotton enters has been upward rather 
than downward. This, however, consti- 
tutes a notable exception to the genera! 
rule. 

In the case of cereals, also flour, and 
other articles whose value is largely 
regulated by the prices of cereals (in- 
cluding meats), there has been a very 
marked decline owing to the bounteous 
crop which‘has already been harvested. 
No. 2 corn, for instance; has dropped 
from 86 cents to 56%. .No. 1 northern 
wheat has dropped from a high of $1.41% 
per bushel to $1.13, and flour has dropped 
from $6.80 per barrel to $5.30. Pork 
(mess) has, owing to the enormity of 
the corn crop and consequent drop in 
prices of that cereal, also receded from 
its high point last year of $27.75 per 
barrel ip $20.50. Dairy products also 
show declines, though in the case of 
these the lower prices are perhaps sea- 
sonal. Rubber has had a drop of 48 per 
cent, pig iron has declined 15 per cent 
to.20 per cent. 

The following tabulation comparing 
the present price of various commodities 
which largely enter into the cost of 
living, with prices at the highest point 
of 1909-10, gives some idea of the extent

The. Boston Commercial Bulletin 
prints an exhaustive review of prices 
during the past year showing by market 
quotations that prices have reached their 
highest level and during the past year 
have been generally declining. The Bul- 
letin says: 

Retail prices depend so largely on the 
location, rent, taxes, cost of lighting, 
etc., of the retail shop in which the 
goods are sold as to be absolutely worth- 
less as a basis of comparison. 

Wholesale prices are, however, of a 
more universal character and can there- 
fore be utilized as a truthful basis of 
comparison. 

From the highest point attained pork 
has declined $6 a barrel, beef in the car- 
cass 2@3c. a pound, lard 3c. a pound, 
cheese 2c., butter 4c. a pound, potatoes 
10c. a bushel, wheat 35c. a bushel, sugar 
nearly Yc. a pound, rubber more than 
50 per cent, lumber from $1 to $2 per 
1000 feet, copper lc. a pound, pig iron $4 
a ton, refined petroleum 2c. a gallon, 
leather 2@5c. a pound, shoes 12@20c. a 
pair, wool 3@5c. a pound, cotton lc. a 
pound. 

Eggs, steel rails and coal are the ex- 
ceptions to the general decline, but steel 
rails and coal are not now advancing, 
but simply remain firm at the highest 
rates. 

The wool market has recently ad- 
vanced slightly, but not up to the level 
of a year ago. The same is true of 


woolen goods and of cotton yarns and

TRMDE SITUATION 
PALOENTo A MORE 
HUPEFUL AOPECT 


Sentiment Is Generally More 
Optimistic Although There 
Has Been Little Change in 
Conditions. 


COLLECTIONS FAIR’ 


Although actual trade conditions show | 
little change from last week, the senti- | 
ment is more cheerful. Money is some- 
what firmer, but it has not tended to| 
check activity in any direction. R. G./ 
Dun & Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade | 
says: | 

Whatever change there is is chiefly in 
the point of view. It is the characteris-| 
tic feature of the situation that where- 
as a few weeks ago business sentiment 
| put special emphgsis on the uncertain- 
ities of the outlook and the possible 
dangers involved, now the emphasis is 
mostly on the hopeful] aspects. 

The dry goods market as a whole re- 
flects expansion in retail demand, al- 
though labor disturbances cause some 
anxiety. The effect of the election ex- 
citement is also apparent in the primary 
markets. 

Cotton goods in first hands are gen- 
erally quiet. Export trade is again 
quiet. The yarn markets rule steady. 

Steady improvement is maintained in 
the shoe trade. The leather trade, while | 
not active, rules steady. Prices are well 
maintained, and in sole leather are espe- 
cially firm, whil@ harness leather is 
steady and belting butts are selling bet- 
ter. Upper leathers, suitable for wo- 
men’s sho&, are dull and weak. 

Later estimates concerning the latter 
place the amount at fully 400,000 hides. 
Prices rule steady on packer hides, al- 
though stock can be bought ahead, which 
will be of inferior quality, at ‘lower 
prices than current salting. Country 
hides are stronger and about 4c higher. 
Foreign hides are firm. 

Bradstreet’s State of Trade says: 

Colder, more seasonable weather, stim- 
ulating. to retail and jobbing reorder 
trade; a current distribution in many 
cities about equal to last year at this 
date; fairly good showings by the usual 
monthly exhibits of failures and clear- 
ings for October; a continuance of the 
declining tendency hitherto noted in 
farm products, especially cereals and 
food-producing animals, at wholesale; 
firmer money rates, with reports of an 
increased tendency on the part of west- 
ern farmers to hold crops, and the push- 
ing of the killing frost line further to 
the southward, thus terminating the 
growth of cotton in a wide area, are 
among the leading features of the week. 

Current reports as to collections are 
that they are about fair. Pig iron is 
steady at low prices. Railroads are mak- 
ing up their specifications for next 
spring’s needs, and there are some orders 
for cars coming out. 

There were 840 failures reported in Oc- 
tober, an increase of 3 per cent over 
September, but a decrease of 7.8 per cent 
from October a year agd. Liabilities 
aggregated $12,237,371, a decrease of 24 
per cent from September, but an increase 


Demand for copper is light, pending 
the publication next week of the sta- 
tistical compilation of the Copper Pro- 
ducers Association. Electrolytic grades 
are a little lower,’and speculators over- 
sea made realizing sales toward the close 
of the week. 

Wheat, including flour, exports from 
the United States and Canada for the 
week ending Nov. 3 aggregate 3,877,367 
bushels, against 5,397,465 bushels this 
week last year. Corn exports for the 
week are 622,922 bushels, against 304,955 
bushels in 1909. 

Business failures for the week ending 
Nov. 3 were 179, against 212 in the like 
week of 1009. 

Sorting trade in Canada is of satisfac- 
tory volume, although it is not quite up 
to the mark in Ontario, where the 
weather has been unseasonable. How- 
ever, the general turnover throughout 
the Dominion is favorable, preparations 
for a big holiday trade are being made, 
and travelers are going out from the 
East with spring samples. Business fail- 
ures for the week terminating with 
Thursday number 22, which compares 
with 24 in the same week last year.

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TRADE ¢ OF SIND 
ENJOYS GROWTH! 


Exports From One of India’s 
Provinces Nearly Trebled 
and Imports Declined Dur- 
ing Past Year. ) 


KARACHI—To the average reader the 
name Sind probably does not convey a 


very definite impression, though he may, 
perhaps, have heard of the famous de- 
spatch of Sir Charles Napier, after the 
defeat of the Sindi armies, comprffed in 
the single word “Peccavi” (I have sinned). 

For all that, Karachi, the capital of 
Sind, is one of the great ports of India, 
and that its trade has been growing of 
late will be understood from the recently 
issued annual report on thé?trade of the 
province. The general tendencies of im- 
ports and exports are much the same as 
those of the rest of India: Thus the im- 
ports declined from Rs. 119,000,000 to 
107 900,000; the exports, on the other 
hand, nearly trebled, increasing from 
Rs. 86,700,000 to Rs. 222,400,000. 

Sind is an agricultural district, and 
the increase was therefore in produce, 
wheat, cotton, and seeds. Of wheat 
808,019 tons were exported, seven eighths 
of this finding its way to the United 
Kingdom. Cotton increased both in 
quantity and value, while shipments of 
seeds rose as much as 206 per cent. The 
entire trade of the port had increased by 
36 per cent.

Therefore, we have estimated the amount 
that was allowed for depreciation im the 
1909 fiscal period on the basis of the 
figures given for the first nine months 
in the comparative statement recently 
issued by the company.

advisable to study the influences that will be brought to bear upon 
the next executive, and, througlr him, upon the Legislature. 

What the discriminating voters—both Democrats and Republi- 
cans—are beginning to ask is the relation of Mayor John F. Fit®- 
gerald of Boston to the Demacratic candidate for Governor and-the 
latter's handling of the state’s affairs in case he is elected. We have 
no wish to question Mr. Fitzgerald’s attitude unnecessarily, but recent 
utterances by him leave slight room for doubt that he is intimately 
concerned in the outcome of this contest. The deplorable exhibition 
furnished by the Democratic state convention this year was ascribed 
largely to his interference, although he promptly and repeatedly 
spurned intimations to that effect. Aside from Mr. Foss’ candidacy 
after promising to James H. Vahey that he would not run counter 
to the latter's chances; aside from Mr. Foss’ recent agreement to 
sign the eight-hour bill, if elected, when facsimiles of his alleged 
letter advising Governor Draper to veto it had been published; aside 
from his lively, if not droll, attention to tariff revision, reciprocity 
and similar national questions to the exclusion of matters bearing 
directly upon the governorship—what is the position of Mr. Foss 
with relation to Mayor Fitzgerald ? 

The mayor supposedly wished to be the Democratic candidate 
for Governor of Massachusetts prior to the convention. He found 
it expedient, ostensibly, to support Mr. Foss. His later temporizing, 
as much as anything, is said to have brought the collapse of the con- 
vention; and when the Hon. Charles S$. Hamlin refused to accept 
half-hearted overtures, Mr. Fitzgerald returned to the support of 
Mr. Foss. 

It is only natural, after so long a chapter of mystifying incidents, 
that Mayor Fitzgerald should be looked upon as an uncertain factor 
in connection with the gubernatorial contest. Equally éxcusable is 
the idea that his seeming relation thereto, intimated by his own 
actions and expressions, should be considered as it appears to bear 
on the candidacy of Mr. Foss. For some time ft has been no secret 
that the mayor is dissatisfied with the new Boston charter, which 
imposes certain restrictions upon the city’s chief executive. He has 
threatened to work for revision of that charter, and any one can see 
readily how much a controlling influence on Beacon hill might do 
toward the accomplishment of a charter revision in the interests of 
the Boston city hall ring. 

It may be said that Boston already has furnished the state and the 
nation more than one object lesson in clique domination, and Massa- 
chusetts has taken notice only 1n a general way so long as that condi- 
tion of affairs was confined to the capital city. Recent disclosures, 
however, indicate clearly that it behooves the citizens at large to 
realize the sweeping possibilities involved in an understanding that 
might, through.a city hall-State House alliance, give the city hall 
group a powerful voice in the legislative affairs of the common- 
wealth. | 
A situation like.that unquestionably merits careful consideration. 
The welfare of all Massachusetts is at stake. No thoughtful voter 
cares to see legislation directed, even mildly, by some one in whom 
the people ofthe state have had no thought of vesting any power to 
make the governorship subordinate to the mayor's office. In contrast 
to so unpleasant a picture, it is a relief to turn to the efficient admin- 
istrations given the state by Governor Draper. With dignity, circum- 
spection and notably business-like ability, he and his supporters have 
discussed intimate issues of this campaign in a manner that would 
appear to be eminently satisfactory to the rank and file of the voters. 
Accomplishments speak more convincingly than dissertations, and 
citizens of all shades of political complexion will do well to think 
whether they wish to exchange certainty for what means virtually 
an unknown quantity. Let them then make it a point to go to the 
polls next Tuesday and vote conscientiously, in accordance with their

: ment, the other by the department of finance.

System 


The former takes care only of the savings 
accounts of depositors; the latter sells annut- 
ties and old age pensions. The deposits in 
the postoffice savings banks for the year 
ending June 30, 1909, aggregated $44,56s,- 
000; the deposits in other government savings banks amounted to 
$14,556,878 in the same period. 

On the eve of the inauguration of the postal savings bank system 
in the United States these and some other facts connectéd with the 
operation of the postoffice banks across the border will be interesting. 
It would seem that the Dominion system is much more simple 
than that planned for this country. A 10 per cent gold reserve 
is set aside against the savings deposits, but no Other assets are 
employed for their security. The money that comes in through 
the two systems referred to is regarded as a popular loan and 
is applied to meet the general expenses of the government, like

‘the proceeds of a bond sale. 


There is no competition between the government and the char- 
tered banks. The latter have an aggregate paid-up capital of $97,- 
436,427; they have assets of $1,053,271,919 and deposits of $681,- 


~ 


656,944. It will be seen by these figures that while the government 


savings banks fill a great want and perform a useful function 
they are not in the way of the private financial institutions. On 
the contrary, they appear to be patronized for the most part by people 
who would not as a rule deposit in the chartered institutions. 

The experience of Canada would seem to indicate that the 
regular banking business of the United States will be affected by 
the postal banks, if affected at all, only slightly.

THE story that Frederic Thompson is pro- 
moting the establishment of an American 
college of aviation in,which the ordinary 
person shall be taught the art of flying, and 
that he has succeeded in enlisting the sym- 
pathy and cooperation of Messrs. Moisant, 
Hamilton, Frisbie, Garros and Grahame- 
White in the enterprise, is treated by the 
reporters in the lighter vein. That is, they 
talk of a number of the celebrated aviators 
traveling from place to place and giving instruction in circus tents 
to men, women and children who may be moved to aviate either 
immediately or as soon as the price of aeroplanes comes within 
their reach. 

But, unless all signs are deceptive, this is no light matter. 
Assuming that aviation this year shall make progress in the same 
ratio as last year, and that this progress shall be continued year 
by year for some years to come-gan assumption by no means 
unreasonable—then, it is as certain’as daylight that an immense 
number of people who would now get dizzy on the top of a six-foot 
step-ladder will want to fly. And if it is the case that as many 
people will want to fly in the next few years as have wanted to 
cycle and to auto in the last few years, then it is most desirable, 
from numerous standpoints, that they should learn in advance how 
to fly skilfully. , | 

Take it, for instance, when nearly everybody who is anybody 
owns and is attempting to operate an aeroplane, when the sky 1s 
as full of flying machines as the air is of blackbirds in harvest 
time, when half the people one wishes to see on business are trying 
for speed and the other half are trying for altitude, would it not 
be unspeakably unpleasant if now and then the plain pedestrian 
on the street or highway were compelled to dodge in order to 
escape being struck in the fall of untrained, unéducated, clumsy 
and incompetent aviators? The average human being has now 
reached that proficiency in dodging where he can measure-almost 
to a hair’s breadth the velocity of the approaching motor or bicycle, 
and in time he will, no doubt, be able to calculate within a second 
or an inch the time and place of contact between the swooping 
aviator and the earth; but, nevertheless, an immense amount of 
unnecessary anxiety might be avoided if all the aviators of the 
future were educated in the art and therefore prepared to glide, 
to float, to descend in easy curves, rather than to fall ungracetully 
when something went wrong with the machine at an elevation 
of 1000 feet. ; 

In other words, and to be brief, if as a people we are deter- 
mined.to fly, let us by all means learn how to flyeproperly. Let us 
learn how to fly so that we shall stay up until we are ready to 
come down, or to come down before we are ready without dis- 
figuring the face_of this fair planet.

Canal Zone. When the Panaman minister left the White House 
on Thursday, however, he was armed with Mr. Taft's authority 
to make a sweeping denial to his own government, and to any 
who might inquire, of the statement that the American government 
has formed any plans or has given any consideration to any idea 
for annexation of the territory of the republic of Panama, or tor 
taking any action calculated to deprive that republic of any of its 
territory or any of its constitutional rights as a free and independent 
republic. 

According to Minister Arosemena, President Taft gave him 
assurance that there has never been and is not now or prospectively 
anything between the two governments that would lead to any 
uneasiness on the part of the people of Panama as to any American 
interference with their independence. 

This will not put an end to the rumors of American designs 
on the little republic, perhaps, but it should discount their weight 
for some time to come. It is of the greatest importance, of course, 
that the republic of Panama, owing to the contiguity ot the Panama 
canal, one of the world’s greatest maritime highways, shall be 
governed in a stable and an orderly manner.’ There have been 
some evidences of weakness in its administration, and there has

heen some cause for questioning the ability of those in the leadership | 


of public affairs to bring the country through the early and trying 
period of «its existence. Colombian influences have not been idle, 
and numerous attempts have been made to create disturbances with 
the view of bringing into disrepute the American settlement of the 
isthmuan question, preparatory to operations on the canal. 

But the conditions in Panama have been gradually improving, 
and there is less cause now than there has been at any previous time 
for the belief in any necessity for American interference in the 
affairs of the republic, save in the nature of friendly advice.

THERE is very good reason for believing that 
the retail stores throughout the country are 
now enjoying a decided improvement in 
business. The throngs of shoppers on the 
city streets and in the stores are a good 
indication of the activity prevailing at this 
season. One of the largest department 
stores of the United States is reported as 
doing the greatest volume of business in its 
history. Another large mstitution doing 
exclusively a mail order business is said to have broken all previous 
records for the month of October in the amount of business handled, 
While it is impessible to arrive at anything like accurate figures 
concerning the retail trade as a whole a very good indication of 
the condition prevailing is furnished by the amount of general 
merchandise handled by the railways. Railway returns show a 
large volume of this class of traffic, some of the western roads 
reporting a satisfactory increase in general tonnage. That there 
has been a marked recession in commercial activity from the high 
mark of the year is admitted, but railway earnings do not show 
it. There is still some hesitation here and there, but the consensus

of opinion is that the dullest period has been passed and from now 


on improvement will be experienced in all directions. It 1s beheved 
that after the elections there should be a general expansion in all 
lines of business regardless of the result of the balloting. 

There are many uncertainties of the future, particularly with 
respect to what Congress may do in the way ot new legislation 
affecting the tariff, and there may be some disturbance in certain 
commercial lines by reason of important court-decisions that are 
to be handed down. However, these elements may be regarded as 
having only a temporary effect. There 1s nothing of a serious 
character confronting business. The great wealth which the soil 
has added to the world this year is more than an offset to all 
untoward conditions that thus far have developed or are likely to 
be manifested. 

The statement made this week by Chairman E. H. Gary of the 
United States Steel Corporation that the steel business has shown 
« small but satisfactory improvement over the past few weeks has 
afforded some encouragement to the industry. Railways have begun 
to place their-orders‘for rails for next vears delivery, and several 
large orders from some of the more important systems are now 
pending. The feeling in business circles is decidedly more hopeful 


than it was, and this improved sentiment, will go far toward bringing, 


about a better state of things commercially. In view of the political 
turmoil and the unrest in labor circles it 1s indeed remarkable that 
business is of its present magnitude. The thing most needed at the 
moment is political, commercial and industrial peace. There has 
been too much agitation and strife. Business would thrive and 
grow much more rapidly if greater confidence prevailed. With the 
settlement of the elections, and the freight-rate question, there is 
reason for the hope that the country will soon again enjoy the 
tranquillity so much needed for business development. .

their own welfare, to adopt some uniform 
accounting method whereby each community can profit from the 
experience of the others. 

Because of its pointing in the direction of some systematic 
agreement between the respective commonwealths in the matter of 
municipal bookkeeping, the second annual report on statistics of 
municipal finances, issued under the auspices of the Massachusetts 
bureau of statistics, is a valuable contribution which other states 
might study to their great advantage. Not that the thirty-three 
cities and 321 towns recorded show a uniform system of accounting. 
{t is rather because of the apparent lack of uniformity in accounting 
methods that many of the towns were delinquent in. making proper 
returns to the director of the bureau of statistics, as required by law. 

The difficulty encountered by the Massachusetts bureau in 
gathering its data is likely to be the difficulty of any other state 
desiring the same information as to the financial status of its cities 
and its towns. If barriers confront officials entrusted with gather- 
ing statistics, how much more of a mystery is city or town financing 
to the citizen desirous ot acquainting himself with munic- 
ipal conditions? It would be only common sense for munjecipalities 
everywhere to arrive at some agreement whereby cities and towns 
of certain size could avail themselves of a standard accounting 
system suitable to their needs. Every large city in the United 
States is now awake to the imperative demand tor budget reform, 
and candidates for office need hardly present themselves before the 
voters without making their position clear tn fespect to municipal 
economics. 

Intricacies in bookkeeping have no place in municipal accounting, 
and the full meaning of a simplicity that really simplifes, and 
does not confuse, is gathered from the statement of Director Charles 
I’. Gettemy, as follows: 

In the absence of uniformity or the part of the local authorities, both in 
treating their finances and in classitying receipts and payments on their books, 
ihe bureau of statistics has been obliged to take the records of cash transactions 
in the defective form in which they have been generally found to exist in 
our cities and towns, and under these unpropitious circumstances, to rearrange 
and classify them to the best of its ability, in accordance with certain principles 
now generally accepted by students of municipal administration and public 
accounting problems. 

While not exactly an arraignment, vet the above can lead but 
to one conclusion: inefficiency on the part of those who, through 
carelessness, or, for other reasons; failed to present proper balance 
sheets. If this state of affairs exists in a commonwealth com- 
paratively advanced in municipal management, what must be the 
total when each of the forty-eight states in the Union is included 
in the general summing up of the situation? As for the remedy, 
one reform, at least, can do no harm. Let no individual be entrusted 
with financial responsibilities without a guarantee that he is capable 
of fulfilling his task. If the voters everywhere will be faithful 
to this obligation, it will not be long betore the desire for exact 
accounting will lead to the adoption of a uniformity that will serve 
for beneficial comparisons.
